Being fried with Butter and Vinegar, and applied warm, it help- 
eth all manner of tumours and fwellings, and Saint Anchonies fire 
alfo ifie be often renewed. The hearbboyled maketh a good Fo- 
mentation for the fmollen Legs and the Dropfic. The leaves boyled 
and ftampedina {tone morter with the powder of Fenegreck, Lin- 
feed, the roots of Marifh, Mallowes, and fome Hogs greafe, unto 
the form of a Puleis,caketh away any {welling in leg or arm;wounds 
alfo that arc ready to fall into Apoftemation it mightily defendeth 
thacno humour or accident fhall happen thereunto.

Stabs into the body or bowels, and isan efpecial help in all wound 
drinks, as alfo for thofe chat are Liver-grown as they callic, which 
arifeth from the toppings of the Liver and Gall, and ftrengthning 
the parts afterwards. Irhelpeth the Jaundife and Ruptures, ss alfo 
fuch as have broken any bone. 

: | T he outward Use. 

It is wonderful in curing all manner of Ulcersand Sores, whether 
new or frefh or old, yea Gangreens and Fiftulaes alfo, either the 
leaves bruifed and applied, or their juice ufed to wath and bathe the 
places ; and the fame made into a lotion with fome Hony of Rofes 
and Allom cureth all fores of the mouth and gums, be they never fo 
foul or of long continuance: it worketh no leffe effectually for Ul- 
cers and Sores inthe fecret parts of Menand Women. Ic helpeth 
broken bones, being thereto applied. An Ointment made with the 
leaves of Bugle, Scabious, ard Sanicle, bruifed and boyled in Hogs 
greafe until the herbs be drie, and then f{irained forth and kept in a 
pot, is found fo fingular good for all forts of hurts inthe body, that 
I would not wifhany ( that defire to doe good to themielves or 
others) co be withontit.
